»rt nnd mnat of the State banltlnir lawa
only empovvor the jstipervlsor to aeo in>,
the lnw Ia obeyed. lt remulned foi- New
Vork. however, after tlie panic of I90S, to
glve to tho supervlsor power not only to
dlrect thu dtscontlnuanco ot -unsato nnd
unsound practk-es, but after certaln steps
to take possesslon of and llqutdato any
bank which neglocts under dlroctlons.

C'nlls It a "I.oenl Issiu-."
"In my opinlon the postal savings bnnk

la not a national. but n local issue. Tho
call for It comes from tlie West and tbe
South, where there ls no savlnga bnnk
leglslatlon.

"If State bnnks all over the country
wrre maflo eafo rteposltnrlrs for tlie sav¬

ings of the people, there Is llttle
doubt that the nsrilatlon for tho pos-
tri savlnca bnnk would cease. Thero Is n

Pimple way of oceompllshtng- this. Thol
plan requlres complete segregation of sav-
lng> depoalts from commerctal or other
dposits ot a bank or trust company. in

cn» of failure thc- asseta of tho savings
department may be used to pay otT the
aavlngs ucposltors Ilrst. and II thoso asaeta
should prove Inaultlclent. tho savings de-
poiltora have equal clalm with other cred¬
ltors "ii thc general ussels of tbe bunic
nnd upon the llabilitles of its stockholders."

I'rior to thf negro's death gulnea plg
were inoculated wlth hls blood. They hav
Bhown no slicns of the dlsens. yet.

I.ate to-nlght .tho physlclahs who con
ducted the autopsy. liendod by the pntho
Ioislst of Trlnlty College, dcclared them
aelvei completely myitlfled as to tho ongl
of the dlaeace. All parts of the dead. ma
wro put in proservatlves for further cx
amlniiilon.
